The mutineers overran the town, kill- 
ing dll on sight. The only woman _§re- 
ported killed is Mrs. Woodward, wife 
of a prominent physician. 

The ‘mutineers went. to the German 
concentration camp and offered to free 
the Germans. Hight accepted-arms and 
joined the mutineers. 

The rioters chose a time when. all the 
warships had left port. The following 
day, however, a French wafship, a 
British. gunboat, and two.. Japariese 
warships arrived .and landed all their 
crews in: an attenipt to suppress the 
mutiny. At that time, the : mutineers 
controlled the main part of the: town:

Nature’s Obstacles ‘Alone Prevented 
Hindenburg from Bagging En- 
tire Tenth Army, It Is Said. 


SUWALKI, Russian~ Poland, Feb. 20,

while his killed and. wounded in the four 
days’ battle with which these operations 
were inaugurated, and the ‘subsequent 
running fights, are estimated at 30,000 
men. 


Russian Division Surrounded. 


On the streets of Suwalki there could 
be heard yesterday and today the sound 
of artillery from a swampy region to the 
Southeast, where an isolated Russian 
division, perhaps 10,000 men strong, has 
been completely surrounded; but is still 
offering’ resistance. Several thousand

GREAT JOY IN BERLIN. 


City Again Decorated as Bulletins 
Add to von Hindenburg’s Booty. 


BERLIN, (via: London,) Feb. 23.—The 
latest official report of Field Marshal 


von Hindenburg’s victory.in East Prus- 
sia shows that it is far more complete 
than was at first. thought. EnthuSiasm 
has broken out anew in the German 
capital, and those residents of Berlin 
who had taken in, their flags after the 
announcement of ‘the earlier phases of 
the battle are flying them again, more 
profusely than last week. 
The press reflects the exultant tone of 
the. people.. The Lokal Anzeiger’s ‘re- 
marks indicate the general tenor of the 
newspaper comment. It says: 
‘“*“Torn,. torn asunder and crushed to 
earth are the battle ranks of the Czar of 
all the Russias, the proud, hope of the 
Triple Entente. The Russian Tenth 
Army, consisting of eleven divisions and 
a number of cavalry divisions, has 
practically ceased to exist. Thousands 
lay bleeding and silent on the ground; 
other tens of thousands held up their 
hands, while the scanty remnants fled in 
affrighted haste. Some troops. still 
maintained their organizations, but 
many were dissolved. Men lost their 
heads and rushed away like wild herds, 
seeking refuge in the forests, while the 
pursuit roared behind them. 
“The achievements of our troops, con- 
sisting of veterans .and new recruits, 
seem to have been superhuman. 
‘““It.is.not. vainglorious to say. that 
Bluecher’s ‘victory of Belle Alliance, 
(the Prussian term for Waterloo,) fol- 
lowing the pursuit of Napoleon and the 
annihilation. of his .best armies, is 
eclipsed’ by what has just occurred. 
Bluecher’s' troops had. waited for weeks 
in+comfortable quarters. The concen- 
tration marches, as Napoleon ap- 
proached, were insignificant in com- 
parison :with the distances just cov- 
ered in the East. * * * While part of 
the troops. were engaged in fighting in 
fixed. positions for weeks, the others 
made forced marches for days. Then 
followed a nine days’ battle, which 
closed. with the pursuit.

AMSTERDAM, Feb. 23.—A dispatch 
from Berlin sets forth that the Prussian 
Diet, which is now in session, .has re- 
ceived from .Emperor. William a mes- 
sage in response to the one sent him 
congratulating his Majesty upon the 
German victory in. the battle of the 
Masurian Lakes.. The telegram from 
the Emperor. reads,as ‘follows:

They 
have no fixed emplacement, but move 
from oné point to another, from each of 
which they can throw a few shells into 
the ruined town. 

This kind of bombardment lacks the 
precision of the former systematic can- 
nonading. Still the shélls cast by the 
Austrian guns are most destructive. 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—The Allies in the 
west have again stayed their offensive, 
which had as its object the.relieving of 
the pressure'on Russia.

England Won't Aid Relief Because 
Germans Continue Their Levies. 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—The, British For- 
eign Office has directed a letter to Her- 
bert C. Hoover, Chairman of the Amer- 
iean Belgian Relief. Committee, declining 
to give a direct subsidy to the Commis- 
sion for Relief in Belgium. 

The Foreign Office explains that it has 
taken this’course because Germany has 
refused to put a stop to cash requisi- 
tions in Belgium. 

The. letter is signed by Sir Edward 
Grey, the British Foreign, Secretary. - It 
is dated Feb. 22 and says: 

Dear’ Mr. Hoover—Your return from 
Germany andthe information you 
have given me as to the result of your 
journey afford mé the opportunity to 
sum.up the. negotiations which passed 
between the. Commission. for’ Relief in 
Belgium ‘and -his, Majesty's: Goyern- 
ment In reply .to the various letters 
you have written me. : 

When the. work of. the commission 
was originally set on foot.through ‘the 
United ; Stages .and Lonfon -in. behalf 
of the Belgian Government, his Ma- 
jesty’s ~Government’ 'a that all 
food: supplies from neutral countries 
through : the'-commission should pass 
into Belgium without interruption for 
distribution ‘among the Belgian people 
under guarantees given by the Ger- 
man Government to the mission.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—The' London Times 
says a German woman at Frankfurt- 
on-Main has' made public the following 
letter from Representative Richard 
Bartholdt, dated at Washington Jan. $1: 
‘Best thanks for your letter. Un- 
fortunately I haye not time to write 
to you fully-about the situation. Ger- 
man-Americans stand like one man by 
the old Fatherland and I myself have 
for five months been busy day and 
night in getting a hearing for the truth.

Flint & Co.’s answer denies that they 
owe the plaintiff company anything and 
in their counter-claim tell of two agree- 
ments said to have been made, between 
them and the plaintiff. The first says 
that Flint & Co. are engaged in trade 
with foreign countries and that about 
Aug, 14 they arranged with the Reming- 
ton Company to sell its total output of 
cartridges, about 1,500,000 a week, to 
Great Britain.

WRANGLE OVER CITY BILLS. 


Opposition Forces Police Deputy 
Measure on Sidetrack.

Senator Burlingame, a 
Srookiyn Republican, fought the bill on 
the ground that it would add to the 
expense of the New York .City gov- 
ernment, while the sole béneficiary 
would be Police Commissioner Woods, 
who ‘was doing too little work now 
and would have more leisure time still, 
if he had a fifth deputy to relieve him 
of work that he ought to do. The 
Democrats also opposed the bill. 

As the debate indicated that his meas- 
ure was in danger, Senator Mills finally 
moved to have it recommitted tempo- 
Trarily to the Cities Committee for some 
trifling amendment. 

Senator Wagner assailed. vigorously 
the bill as to refuse contracts on the 
fround that no provision had been made 
in it for the letting of the contracts to 
the lowest responsible bidder.

Cleaning Commissioner could 
make contracts for fifteen years, which 
is not the least to the liking of Tammany 
Hall, which is exceedingly hopeful of

SENATOR FALL’S: IDEA. 
Senator Fatt of New Mexico, in his 
various contributions to the protracted 
diséussion of our ‘relations with 
Mexico, has made no other suggestion 
so nearly to the point as his proposal 
of co-operative action by the United 
States and the three great Powers of 





and: restore order. If Mr. Fai has 
any plan in his mind by which this 
result could be achieved we are sure 
his fellow-countrymen would be glad 
to have it laid before them. It is well 
to be forehanded in such matters, and 
sooner or later something must he 
done to relieve the Mexicans of their 
afflictions and help them to set their 
house in order, Co-operation. to. se- 
cure this good end between our own 
country, Argentina, Brazil, and Chile 
may be essential. It has often been 
thought of, doubtless as often in 
South America as here-in the United 
States. When thé, pressure of events 
in Europe is somewhat relieved we 
shall likely hear of proposals-for the 
joint action: of: various »-EBuropean 
Powers in regard to Mexico. It will 
be. well if we are then in a position to 
show the European creditors of 
Mexico that we are able to take care 
of things on this side of the ocean. 
The aid of our American neighbors 
will always be welcome, but. we 
should dislike European interference. 

Senator FaLu’s suggestion, however, 
lacks form. «We .must. have, a well- 
considered plan of action, “It-is diffi- 


cult te,ynderstand how friendly inter- 


vention could be initiated, when Mexico 
hasno central Government, no de facto 
Government in its capital. CARRANZA’S 
apsertion that Vera Cruz is the capital 
is of small consequence. He lacks the 
force to make it the capital. He lacks 
not only force but judgment and self- 
control. He conducts himself like the 
acknowledged master. of 15,000,000 
people, yet is able to accomplish noth- 
ing but the publication of pronuncia- 
mentos. There are few precedents on 
which the action suggested by Mr. 
FALL can be based. Nations have co- 
operated in the restoration of order in 
China, to be sure, but the situation in 
Mexico is unique. It will be well, 
however, if the discussion of Mexican 
affairs in the future cam be developed 
in this direction.

TWO EX-PRESIDENTS SPEAK. 

Realizing that thesé are times in 
which the shaping of its foreign policy 
may gravely affect thé country's des- 
tinies, ex-President TaFT and ex-Pres- 
ident RoosEVELT take occasion to com- 
ment on the acts of President Witson 
in ways that it is instructive to com- 
pare. In his speech on Washington’s 
Birthday at Morristown, Mr. Tart 
showed his’ sense of the burden Mr. 
WILson bears through the issue that 
has arisen over the threatened inva- 
sion of .American’ neutral rights in 
trading with belligerent countries, 
consequent upon the German “ war- 
zone” order, in these ‘words: 


The responsibility of the President 

and Congress in meeting the critical 
issue thus presented in maintaining 
our national rights and. our national 
honor, on the one. hand, with due re- 
gard to the awful corisequences to our 
90,000,000 of people of engaging in this 
horrible world war, on the other, will 
be very great. If, however, the occa- 
sion arises, we can ‘be confident that 
those in authority will be actuated by 
the highest patriotic motives and by 
the deepest concern for our national 
welfare. We must not allow our pride 
or momentary passion to influence our 
judgment. We must allow no Jingo 
spirit-to prevail. We must abide the 
judgment of those in whom .we have 
intrusted the authority, and when the 
President shall act, we must stand by 
him to the end. 


Again, speaking of those who attack 
President Witson “because he has 
“been faithfully: following the ex- 
“ample set vy our first President,” 
Mr. Tart drew this conclusion: 


No better evidence. of the. fact that 
such partisanship exists could be had 
than that, from time to time, first one 
side and then .the other criticises the 
Administration ‘for its partiality. So 
extreme have some of these partisans 
‘become that they propose to organize a 
political party and take -political ac- 
tion, to be based on issues arising out 
of the present war.

He notes that the President replied to 
the Senate's request of April’20, 1913, 
that information as to the number of 
Americans killed.in Mexico, the num- 
ber driven out, and the steps takén by 
the Administration to obtain justice, 
would be “ndét compatible with’ ‘the 
public interest.”. He evén admits that 
such an answer might have been prop- 
r “if the President had then had a 
well-thought-out .policy ”; instead, he 
had.“ no policy whatever.” ‘Therefore 
Mr.. RoosEVELT deems it right to repeat 
at length Senator FaL1’s enumeration 
of murders and outrages upon Amer- 
ican citizens in Mexico; admittedly un- 
authenticated, as justifying his con- 
tentidn that we ought now to be at 
war with the Mexicans... He says: 

If any of the statements quoted 
above are erroneous, the responsibility 
lies entirely with the President and 
Mr. Bryan, for they have~consistently 
carried out. a policy of secrecy as re- 
gards the outrages on our. citizens in 
Mexico. They have persistently re- 
fused to let the facts be known. 

Plainly, Mr. -RoosEVELT. does not 
know the facts. He says he does not 
know them. Yet he insists, and keeps 
on insisting: 

“‘ 

Murder and torture, rape and rob- 
bery; the death of women by outrage 
and children by starvation; the shoot- 
ing of men by the thousand in cold 
blood—Mr. ‘Wiigon takes note of these 
facts only to defend the right of vi- 
cious and disorderly Mexicans to 
“ spill” as mich as they please of the 
blood of their peaceful fellow-citizens 
and of law-abiding foreigners. 

Acts of violence have been commit- 
ted. in Mexico, some of them, no 
doubt, against American citizens. 
There is no evidence that such atroci- 
ties as have occurred could have been 
prevented by any act at Washington. 
The measures that the Administration 
has. taken to redress injuries and to 
prevent them will. be made Known. at 
the proper time.. Mr. RoosEVELT’s at- 
tacks will not persuade the American 

people ‘at the most critical moment of 
the world’s history to distrust their 
President. 








THE PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 

The investigation of’the Public Ser- 
vice Commission has madc it sure 
that something should be done about 
its errors of both omission and com- 
mission. Since neither sort of fault 
has been traced to the law it would 
seem that new Commissioners are 
more needed than a new law. It 
would be necessary to take u chance 
with any change,- but there is no 
necessity of chancing a, change. in, the | #6 
‘Iteis working “well; and coulda 
be worked better. It is different with 
a change of Commissioners. Changes 
have been made before when they 
were ‘less necessary than now, and 
that in fact is: the reason why a 
change is necessary now. To speak 
plainly, previous changes of Commis- 
sioners were made for political rea- 
sons, and were the cause of the 
present painful situation. ‘The indi- 
cated’ course would be a reversion to 
the previous situation. There is one 
conspicuously fit reappointment, that 
of a man who knows all about. both 
the law and. the traffic and con- 
structional conditions, present and 
impending. There are other reap- 
pointments with similar recommenda- 
tions, although in less degree. To ap- 
point an untried, even if competent, 
man to a position where he could not 
fully qualify himself without months 
of study, at a time when there are 
daily demands for quick decisions, 





would be a mistake. 


There are bright hopes of the dual 
subway, but it ought not to be over- 
looked that the difficulties surround- 
ing it would attend any $350,000,000 
operation. There is not a day when 
there is not local pressure for ultera- 
tions of a scheme conceived in the 
géneral interest. There is not a day 
when there is not work to do fit to 
engage any man’s full faculties. To 
expose this great enterprise to mis- 
adventure by intrusting it again to 
men of the sort who have failed to 
meet reasonable expectations would 
exhaust patience and be out of rea- 
son. Politics should be forgotten be- 
fore the appointment, and even more 
completely after appointment. 


THE ARMY AND NAVY. 

The Senate’s Naval.Committee has 
done well with the Navy Appropria- 
tion bill. The increase of $8,000,000 
over the appropriations favored by 
the House includes wise provision .for 
more submarines in both the sea- 
going and coast-defense classes, and 
@ much larger provision for aero- 
planes. The false economy which 
refused to provide the navy with -a 
new hospital ship in place of the 
ancient Solace was properly rebuked, 
The voice of wisdom now sounds 
more frequently in the debates upon 
our national defenses. Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN, Chairman of the Senate’s. Mili- 
tary Committee, promises that meas- 
ures ‘will be taken in the hext session 
of Congress to provide so well for a 
reserve force that we shall have, with 
the mobile army, a force. of 250,000 
trained men to protect the country. 
Much less was asked for this year, 
Probably we'shall get much less next 
year. The, modest request made by, 
the War Department to this Geneten 
was for. base eee! aie

Not much is to be gained in éither 
branch of Congress by speculation in 
debate about possible bombardments 
of New York and invasions of this 
country by way of Mexico. This is 
wasting valuable time. The essential 
thing issmerely to provide for a few 
improvements in the army and navy 
the need of which is so easily com- 
prehended that it is questioned only 
by the pronounced peace-advocates, 
whose fear of militarism makes them 
protest whenever a new. army or 
navy appropriation is’ brought up for 
discussion. 








THE ROCKEFELLER GIFTS. 

It is difficult to see where objection 
could be made to the gifts and pledges 
of the Rockefeller Foundation since 
its establishment in 1913, a list of 
which has been compiled at the re- 
quest of the’ United States Commis- 
sion on Industrial Relations. The 
total, exceeding $6,000,000, includes 
the pledges of yearly sums for various 
periods, some of them conditionally, | 
as well as the money actually paid 
out. Not a causé has been helped that 
could be considered unworthy by the 
most prejudiced critic of the Founda- 
tion. ‘ 

While the money given to religious 
Cenominations for various admirable 
purposes is considerable in the aggre- 
gate, the amount seems relatively 
small when the large sums expended 
for the relief of suffering, for the pre- 
vention and eradication of disease, for 
the promotion of free education, and 
the investigation of plans for the de- 
velopment of better municipal gov- 
ernment are considered. Nobody can 
glance. through this list, as it was 
printed in yesterday’s TIM@s, with- 
out gaining the conviction that the 
Foundation was established for the 
general good, and that its distribution 
of its vast funds has been made with 
its. single purpose kept consistently 
in mind. It is doubtful if any Gov- 
ernment institution, no matter how 
nobly and wisely planned, could for 
any long period carry on. 80 ably 
such a good work as this.

countries, defective eyesight stands first 

as regards numbers, but The New York 
Medieal Journal calls attention to the 
fact that what may be called efficiency 
of vision for such purposes as those of 
war is largely a matter of judgment 
based on experience. 

The man with eyes a good deal below 
normal, when tested at the recruiting 
station, may in the field be @ better 
marksman than he who passes the ex- 
amination successfully, simply because 
the former, as the result of past train- 
ing, is able to make a better interpreta- 
tion of his visual percepts, blurred 
though they are, than is the man with 
the clearer sight. Savages are wrongly 
credited with better eyesight than civil- 
ized people. The only basis of the sup- 
posed superiority is that in his accus- 
tomed haunts the savage can make ac- 
curate deductions from many things 
which the white man sees as well, but 
sees as without significance. 

The Journal also notes that science has 
done about as much for war in the way 
of extending vision as in that of facili- 
tating the movements of armies by 
means of railways and motor-driven 
vehicles. Modern big guns would be of 
almost no use against their usually dis- 
tant targets if the gunners who do the 
firing had to trust’ to unassisted eye- 
sight, no matter how good, and did not 
have the instruments of magnification 
and precision by which ranges are now- 
adays determined. , 

The eyes of country dwellers are bet- 
ter, it seems, than those of city men, 
the difference presumably being due to 
habitual looking at things remote as 
well as near, in the one case, while the 
urban eye does most of its work on ob- 
jects near at hand, and so its powers of 
*“* accommodation ’’ are weakened. Sail- 
ors* carry good vision further into old 
age than any other class, because of 
their constant practice at all the degrees 
of visibility. 

Next to poor eyesight as a cause for 
rejecting recruits stands deficiency of 
height, and here again an arbitrary 
standard is apparently applied with too 
much strictness, since it leads to the re- 
jection of many men who in modern con- 
ditions would not be more efficient ag 
fighters if a few inches taller—who are 
appreciably less likely to be hit than 
they would be if taller.

Approval There of President Wil- 
son’s Neutral Policy. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am taking the liberty. of bringing to your 
attention an editorial article entitled ‘' The 
United States and the War,”’ which appeared 
in Beck’s Weekly, a Montreal paper, in the 
issue of Feb. 20, 1915. The sentiments and 
‘opinions expressed in this article are repre- 
sentative of the better class of thinking per- 
sons in the Dominion, who are determined 
to view the European conflict from all pos- 
sible angles: 


Some Canadiang have appeared recently 
to be a little annoyed with President Wil- 
son, @ Hittle bitter about the attitude of 
his country. Some Canadian newspapers 
have reprinted, with an unnecessary amount 
of scare headlines, articles from obscure or 
ill-tempered British publications, in which 
the United States was accused of selfish- 
ness and baseness. Before giving ter- 
ance to expressions of this kind, Canadians 
should stop and think very carefully about 
the conditions with which President Wil- 
son has to deal. 

It is true that President Wilson has not 
sent the American Army and Navy to the 
defense and the avenging of downtrodden 
Belgium. Some Canadians seem inclined 
to make a grievance of that fact. I do 
not know exactly why they should, .The 
United “Btates was not a party. to the 

‘scrap of paper,”’ the treaty of 1831, 
whereby Britain, France, Russia, and the 
two traitorous Germanic powers bound 
themselves to maintain Belgian independ- 
ence and neutrality. The United States 
has no particular business in Europe, just 
as the Buropean powers have no particu- 
lar. business in the sphere of the Monroe 
Doctrine. If she entered into this war, it 
would be from exclusively sentimental and 
humanitarian reasons; and sentiment and 
humanity, while admirable qualities in 
themselves, are extremely dangerous as the 
sole factors in a nation’s external policy. 
Great Britain has never made sentiment 
or humanity the sole motive of her actions; 
if ste had, she would have been perpetu- 
ally wading into the embroilments of the 
other powers of Europe and frittering away 
her usefulness and her influence in the 
meaningless and ijnconsequent fussings of 
a busybody.

The play was first published in Beriin 
in 1905, .and the next year a none too 
graceful English translation by Mary 
Harned Wes printed in Poet Lore.

A 
weary knight, riding on his way to War- 
saw, finds lodging in the watch tower 


left standing when an ancient castle had 
given way to & monastery. From the 
reluctant. and enigmatic words of the 
monk .who bids him welcome he learns 
that this had once been the domain of 
Count Starschenski, a man whose arms 
had embraced a sword and a woman, 


but who came one day to hold the cross+# 


alone. ‘‘ Let no man build his happi- 
ness on woman or child.’’ So speaks the 
monk, and the knight is left to his fitful 
sleep as through the high, vine-cur- 
tained window comes the music from the 
chapel below—the chorus of the monks 
singing the mass for the dead. 

What follows is the vision that

This is the story of ** Elga.’’ Good 
judgment has directed in its production 
at the Garrick: The investiture is sim- 
ple, appropriate, and attractive. The 
réfe of the faithless wife falls to Hedwig 
Reicher, the producer’s daughter, who 
brings genuine’ emotional .force to the 
service of its climaxes, John Blair 
gives an _ intelligent performance as 
Starschenski, although greater restraint 
would make his work more effective.

Music by Mendelssohn, Brahms, and 
Dvorak at.Their Kast Concert. 


The-Adele Marguliés Trio finished its 
eleventh season last evening with a 
concert in Aeolian Hall, where it played 
a programme composed of Mendelssohn’s 
trio, in C minor, Op, 66; Brahms’s: son- 
ata fof piano and violin in G, Op. 78, 
and. Dvorak’s piano quintet in A, Op. 81, 
Though there was tne accustomed skill 
and mutual understanding, it was not 
one of the organization’s most fortunate 
evenings, and its playing was marked 
hy some dryness that sometimes verged 
on the perfunctory, especially in the per- 
formance of Brahms’s sonata by Miss 
Margulies and Mr. Lichtenberg. In this 
the two did not penetrate very deeply 
into the imagination and the mystery 
of the music which the programme an- 
notator signalized in it, and very justly. 

Mendelssohn's trio seemed a little more 
than usually old-fashioned; and though 
it is the second time that Mendelssohn's 
name has appeared on a chamber music 
programme within a few weeks, the 
work itself will scarcely encourage that 
backward swing ‘of the Mendelssohnian 
pendulum which we have for a, decade 
or more been told to expect. 

Dvorak’s piano quintet, melodious and 
still charming, would be more likely to 
encourage such a swing in the case of a 
composer whose chamber music has also 
been becoming scarcer on recent pro- 
grammes.

AT BRYAN’S MIAMI HOME 


New. Yorker Also Excavated Tomb 
‘of Amen-hotep, ‘The Heretic King,’

Which He Found Ful! of Gold.

NEWPORT, R. I.,’ Feb. 28.—Theodore 
M. Davis, the noted Egyptologist, died’ 
today at the Florida estate gi Secretary 
of - State» William Jennings Bryan, at 
Miami, where he was spending the Win- 
ter, according’‘to a message received this 
afternoon in this city: 

For the last thirty years he had owned 
and occupied The Reefs, on Ocean Ave- 
nue, in this city, during the Summers 
and had passea@ his Winters in. explora- 
tion work in Egypt until this year, when 
he was in ill-health and decided not to 
go abroad, Mr. Davis was 78 years old, 
and was a native of New York City. He 
was a stockholder of the Newport Ca- 
sino and a member of the Down Town, 
the Whist, the National Arts, and Union 
League Clubs of New York. 

Besides his widow, he is survived by a 
nephew, Theodore Davis Boal of Boals- 
burg, Penn. 


Theodore M. Davis became best known 
to Egyptologists in 1905 when he was 
excavating in the famous Valley of the 
Kings of Thebes and discovered the 
tombs of the parents of Queen Teie, 
the mother and inspirer of the famous 
“Heretic King” of Egyptian history. 
This discovery was hailed by Prof. Mas- 
pero and other Egyptologists as the 
greatest discovery that had been made 
up to that time. Two years later Mr. 
Davis found and excavated the tomb of 
Amen-hotep, “‘ The Heretic King,” him- 
self, which was found to adjoin the 
tomb of Rameses IX. 

The King’s tomb was one of the most 
wonderful ever discovered, and was lit- 
erally full of gold, the walls, ceiling, 
and even the floor being covered with 
plates of the A yas phage metal. Besides

REST FOR ANOTHER BATTLE. 


Posse Prepares to Attack Indians 
—Escaping Piute Killed, 


Special to The New York Times. 

BLUFF, Utah, Feb. 23.—Bluff, guard- 
ed on all sides against a surprise at- 
tack by the Piutes under Old Polk, 
probably will witness another battle be- 
tween ‘the Indians and the Federal 
posse under Marshal Nebeker. tomor- 
row. There was no fighting today, 
Operations were confined to an attempt 
by Marshal Nebeker to learn the hid- 
ing place of the Piutes, with the in- 
tention of attacking them tomorrow at 
daybreak. 

Scouts returning from the southeast 
tonight report finding deserted Piute 
camps six miles from Bluff near But- 
ler’s Canon, where .the Piutes crossed 
the San Juan’ River and turned: south. 

Marshal Nebeker sent a telegram to 
Salt Lake today for additional ammuni- 
tion, ordering 5,000 rounds of cartridges. 

Havane, one of the six Piute prison- 
ers, slipped his shackles tonight and 
tried to escape. He was shot down by 
the guards as he ran and was killed. 

Scouts sent out last night reported 
this morning that there were about 
forty Indians hiding in the rocks about 


six miles southwest of the town, ap- 
parently ready for battle. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Feb. 23.—A 
special from Bluff reports that the In- 
dians, driven from Cottonwood Gulch at 
the edge of the town, have received re- 
inforcements and have fortified them- 
selves in Butler ash. The posse is 
organizing in the town to advance on 
the Indians’ position. 

The dispatches give the casualties 
among the Indians as one warrior, one 
spuaw,. and three papooses. The war- 
rior ang: two children were killed in the 
first encounter, and the squaw and the 
other child were drowned when attempt- 
ing to ford the San Juan River during 
the first day’s retreat. 

The five members of the. posse who be- 
came isolated from the others returned 
safely last night. Marshal Nebeker has 
sent for 5,000 rounds of ammunition.
